Art. III. Membership. 

SKC. I. Graduates, who shall have re- 
ceived a bachelor's degree from the college, 
may become mem oers upon the payment 
of an initiation fee of one dollar, aud may 
retain membership l>y paying the usual 
yearly dues thereafter. 

SEC 1. Life membership in the As- 
sociation may be obtained by paying a fee 
of ten dollars to the Treasurer, who shall, 
on receipt of same, issue a certificate to 
that effect. Life members shall be ex- 
empt from annual dues. 

Skc. 3. Honorary Alumni and Normal 
Kellow-graduates of the college shall be 
welcome to participation in all meetings 
but shall not be entitled to vote or hold 

Skc. 4. The Association may, by a 
majority vote at any regular meeting, con- 
fer honorary membership upon such per- 
sons as it may see fit. Such membership, 
unless otherwise specified, expires at the 
convening of the next regular meeting of 
the Association. 

SKC. 5. Resignations from the Associa- 
tion, or from office, must be presented in 
writing ; at a regular meeting, and passed 
upon by a majority vote of all the mem- 
bers present at such meeting ; provided, 
however, that the Board of Directors shall 
have power to act upon resignations from 
• uly, for good and sufficient reasons, 
between conventions. 

Art. IV. Officers and Duti

two vice-presidents, a secretary and a 
treasurer, who shall perform the usual 
duties belonging to these offices.

The power which responded in 1819 to the 
appeal for aid to give the cause of deaf- 
mute education a foothold in our country 
made a similar response in 1S64 to the 
for aid to give higher education to 
the deaf — it is the United States govern- 
ment which stands for humanity, liberty, 
ity, progress, expansion. 
08 pass in brief review three facts in 
the history of deaf mute education in our 
country. 

When the first school was opened in 
Hartford in 1817, it was thought that one 
school would be sufficient to meet the 
demands of the whole country, and that it 
would be best to make it national in 
The subject, when brought to the atten- 
tion of Congress, appealed to that peerless 
commoner, Henry Clay, then Speaker of 
■ use. In consequence of an appro- 
priation made by that Ixxly the I 
the name of "The American Asylum at 
id, for the Kducation and Instruc- 
tion of the Deaf and Dumb." Hut in the 
course of time listing iigui. it pat- 

ent that the States west of New En 
had within their boarders deaf children 
numerous enough to warrant State provi- 
sion for their education. State schools then 
came into existence; and the necessi: 
national aid iu this direction was obviated. 
The growth of primary education brought 
on the agitation of the subject ot seco 
education. The American Asylum and the 
New York Institution both took hold of 
the matter iu 1852, with the result that it 
was found prai : ad that it could 

be mantaineo by the State schools under 
blc conditions. 
The success of the experiment inspired 
the deaf and their friends with a higher 
ideal which pointed to college work; but 
Men without doubt that it would 
not be in the power of State schools to 
undertake it, ami that only a n 
school might solve the problem. Gal- 
laudet College has during the past forty 
years abundantly proven the correctness of 
the tin 

We cannot do justice to our subject with- 
out letting scenes, long since si: 
anew upon the canvas of tli 

that faithful loving effort, that 
unflinching courage, that gallant leader- 
ship which culminated in the founding of 
the college . be limned by the 

hand of loving appreciation on an o. 
like this. 

In the spring of the year of 1857 a young 
man, scarce out ot his teens, a teacher iu 
ui Asylum, appeared in Wash- 
ington in answer to a request of the Hon 
Amos Kendall, famed in political history 
as postmaster general in the Jackson aud 
Van lUiren cabinets. Mr. Kendall was in a 
dilemma: a year before he was one of the 
trustees of a small school for the deaf in 
\ , but it closed after a few months, 
and live of the pupils who were orphans 
and had been brought from New 
City, were committed to him as guardian 
bv the orphans' court. 

Only those who remember the young 
man as he was, can see, with fancy's eye, 
K -m deepen on his cheek as he hung 
on Mr. Kendall's history of the trouble.
